An Act to amend Section 7 of an Act entitled "An Act to provide for 
the examination of plumbers, and to establish a board therefor, 
and to reg:ulate the business of installing: sanitary plumbing* 
and supervision and inspecting plumbing in cities or towns 
of this State having a population of fifteen thousand (15,000) 
inhabitants or more according to the Federal Census of 1910, 
or any subsequent Federal Census, and to provide penalties for 
the violation of this Act," by striking out and repealing the 
proviso in Section 7 of said Act. 

No. 9. An Act to amend an Act entitled "An Act to provide for Township 
Commissioners for Cherokee county, a clerk for said board, to 
prescribe the duties and to otherwise provide for the county 
government of said county," approved 14th February, 1913, 
known as Act 76, be, and the same is hereby, amended as fol- 
lows, to wit: 
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No. 10. An Act to require the Treasurer of Cherokee county to make and 
file an itemized statement of his receipts and disbursements. 

No. 11. An Act to require the County Supervisor of Laurens and Lee coun- 
ties to publish an annual statement of the financial condition 
of the county. 

No. 12. An Act to make the term of office of the County Treasurer and Audi- 
tor of Barnwell and Cherokee counties four years. 

No. 13. An Act relating to the cultivation of cotton. 

No. 14. An Act to repeal Section 2844, Code of Laws of South Carolina, Vol- 
ume I, relating to charter fees for cotton storage warehouses.

PART n— LOCAL AND TEMPORARY LAWS 

No. 30. An Act to make appropriations to meet some of the expenses of the 
State government for the year 1914, and to meet the expenses 
of the Extraordinary Session of the Legislature called in Octo- 
ber, 1914, and to authorize the Sinking Fund Commission to 
borrow money to meet the same. 

No. 31. An Act to make appropriation to pay the salaries and wages of the 
officers and employees of the South Carolina Confederate Infirm- 
ary, accrued and to be accruisd, in the year 1914. 

No. 32. An Act to amend that subdivision relating to Kershaw county 
entitled "An Act to provide for the levy of taxes for county and 
school purposes for the fiscal year beginning January 1st, 1914" 
(returned on 4th March, 1914, with veto and passed by both 
Houses over the veto), providing for the pay of the Girls* 
Tomato Club of Kershaw, and the pay of the Supervisor of 
Rural Schools in said county. 

No. 33. An Act to amend Section 9 of an Act entitled "An Act to confer full 
power and authority upon the County Commissioners of Jas- 
per county to rent, lease or build and equip suitable buildings 
for a courthouse and lail, ordering an election for the issuing 
and sale of bonds therefov, and the repeal of all conflicting 
Acts thereto," approved the 12th day of February, A. D. 1914, 
so as to provide a sufficient sinking fund to retire bonds to be 
issued under said Act. 

No. 34. An Act to authorize Aiken and Lexington counties to borrow money 
for certain purposes. 

No. 35. An Act to authorize the city of Columbia to pay the Commissioners 
of Elections for the city of Columbia additional compensation 
for extra services rendered during the year of 1914. 

No. 36. An Act to authorize the County Board of Commissioners o'f Lau- 
. rens county to borrow money for certain purposes. 

No. 37. An Act to repeal an Act entitled "An Act to retire certain bonds 
issued by Union county in refunding the bond debt of said 
county, represented by outstanding bond of said county, issued 
in aid of the construction of the Spartanburg and Asheville 
Railroad under 'An Act to provide for refunding the bonded 
indebtedness of Union county,' " approved the 24th day of 
December, 18S4, calling upon Cherokee county for its pro rata 
part of same, and regulating the manner and mode of retiring 
said bond. 

No. 38. An Act to exempt certain citizens of Bethel, Ebenezer, Bethesda, 
York and Catawba townships, in York county, from the tax 
levies of 1914. ^ 
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No. 39. An A<Jt to exempt certain citissens of Fairfield, Newberry, Lee, Ander- 
son, ICdgrefield, Spartanburgr and Laurens counties from the tax 
levies of 1914. 

No. 40. An Act to authorize and direct the Town Council of Westminster, of 
the county of Oconee, of the State of South Carolina, to pay for 
rigrht of way of wye tracks for use of trains Nos. 41 and 42, 
operating: between Charlotte, North Carolina, and Westminster, 
South Carolina, stations of the Southern Railway Company. 

No. 41. A Joint Resolution to refund certain license fees to persons in Bam- 
bery county. 



No. 42. A Joint Resolution to prpvide for the pay of the managrers of the 
special election on rural police law in Laurens county.

Of the forty-two Acts and Joint Resolutions printed herein, two, Nos. 2(> 
and 27, were passed at the regular session of the General Assembly in 1914> 
but were not approved by the Governor until the first day of September, A. 
D. 1914. Act No. 29, which relates to the issue of $24,000,000.00 in coupon 
bonds for the retirement of the cotton crop, and which was sent to the office 
of the Secretary of State without the signature of the Governor, is also pub- 
lished in this volume, as there is a diversity of opinion as to whether or not it 
became effective before the adjournment of the Legislature.

GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS.

AN ACT to Amend Section 12, Volume I, Code of Laws, 1912, 
Relating to Acquisition of Land by United States Govern- 
ment for National Forest Reserve. 

Section 1. Acquisition of Lands for National Forest Reserve — 
Amendment. — Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina, That Section 12, Volume I, Code of 
Laws, 1912, be, and the same is hereby, amended b}^ striking out 
all of said section after the word "provided," line 17, down to 
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and incljiding.tbQ yvordV^fiiiyt^er/^ line 19, so that, when amended, 
said; section -shantredd as follows: 

V'. Sec'tiD'n 12. The consent of the State of South Carolina be, and 
is hereby, given to the acquisition by the United States, by pur- 
chase or gift, or by condemnation according to law, of such forest 
lands or such other property as it may acquire by purchase, or 
deed, or otherwise, in this State, as, in the opinion of the Federal 
government, may be needed for the establishment of such 
national forest reserve in that region: Provided, That the State 
shall retain a concurrent jurisdiction with the United States in 
and over such lands so far that civil process in all cases, and 
such criminal process as may issue under the authority of the 
State against any person charged with the commission of any 
crime without or within said jurisdiction, may be executed 
thereon in Jike manner as if this Act had not been passed. Power 
is hereby conferred upon Congress to pass such laws as it may 
deem necessary to the acquisition, as hereinbefore provided for 
incorporation in said national forest reserve such forest-covered 
lands lying in the State as, in the opinion of the Federal govern- 
ment, may be needed for this purpose: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as giving the right to con- 
demn any building, dwelling house or cultivated or pasture lands. 
Power is hereby conferred upon Congress to pass such laws, and 
to make or provide for the making, of such rules and regulations 
of both' civil and criminal nature, and provide punishment for 
violation thereof, as, in its judgment, may be necessary for the 
management, control and protection of such lands as may be 
from time to time acquired by the United States under the pro- 
visions of this Act.

AN ACT to Amend Section 1 of an Act Entitled ''An Act to 
Amend Section 842, Criminal Code, 1912, Volume II, so as 
to Provide for the Appointment and Compensation of the 
Coimty Dispensary Board of Richland and Union Counties," 
Approved the 27th Day of February, A. D. 1914, in so Far as 
the Same Relates to Richland County. 

Section 1. Compensation of County Dispensary Board in Rich- 
land and Union Counties — Amendment. — Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That Section 1 
of an Act entitled "An Act to amend Section 842, Criminal Code, 
1914, Volume II, so as to provide for the appointment and com- 
pensation of the County Dispensary Board of Richland and Union 
counties," approved the 27th day of February, A. D. 1914, be, and 
the same is hereby, amended by striking out the words "any city 
within which a dispensary may be located," line 11 of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word "Columbia," and by strik- 
ing out in line 68 the words "on Saturday of the city within which 
a dispensary may be located," and inserting the words "of Colum- 
bia," so that, when amended, said section shall read as follows: 

Section 1. That Section 842, Criminal Code, 1912, Volume II, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out of said 
section the following words, "one thousand," and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words "fifteen hundred;" by adding before the 
words "each member" the following : "In the county of Richland 
the said three members shall be appointed by the Gk)vernor, on 
recommendation, as follows: Two by the Senator and members 
of the House of Representatives from said county, one by the 
Mayor of Columbia," so that said section, when so amended, will 
read as follows: 

Section 842. In those counties where the sale of alcoholic 
liquors and beverages has been authorized, the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of the County Board of Education of such 
county, if the results of the election as to application of profits 
be in favor of county school fund of the County Board of Com- 
missioners if such results be in favor of roads and bridges, the 
Mayor or Intendant of the city or town within which a dispensary 
may be located, and the Senator and members of the House of 
Representatives of such county shall appoint three qualified 
electors of the county,, who shall be known as "County Dispen- 
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sary Board," and whose terms of office shall be two years, subject 
to removal by the Governor for cause. One member of the 
Board shall be recommended by each of the tfodies above named, 
which shall also have power to fill any vacancy, a majority thereof 
in each instance controlling. If there be more than one city or 
town in such county within which a dispensary may be located, 
then, and in such case, a majority of the Mayors or Intendants 
of such cities and towns shall control in their recommendations; 
and if there should be a failure on their part for any reason to 
agree, then the appointment of the members to be recommended 
by them shall be made by the delegations : Provided, That in the 
counties of Dorchester, Berkeley, Orangeburg, Union, Newberry, 
Kershaw, Lee, Marion, Lexington, Barnwell, Marlboro, Sumter 
and Oconee, said Board shall be appointed u^on the recommen- 
dation of the members of the General Assembly from said coun- 
ties, or a majority of the respective delegations; except in the 
county of Abbeville, where one member shall be recommended 
by the City Council of Abbeville and two by the delegation in 
the General Assembly ; in the county of Aiken, where one mem- 
ber shall be recommended by the City Council of Aiken and two 
members by the delegation in the General Assembly; in the 
county of Chesterfield, where one member shall be recommended 
by the County Treasurer, the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion and the County Supervisor ; one member by the Town Coun- 
cil of the town of Cheraw, and one member by the delegation in 
the General Assembly; in the county of Georgetown, where one 
member shall be recommended by the City Council of George- 
town, one member by the County Board of Education, and one 
member by the delegation in the General Assembly ; in the county 
of Lancaster, where one member shall be recommended by the 
Town Council of Lancaster ^nd two members by the delegation 
in the General Assembly ; the members of the County Dispensary 
Board for Fairfield shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
recommendation as follows : One member by the County Super- 
intendent of Education, one by the Intendant or Mayor of the 
towns in which dispensaries are located, and one by the Legisla- 
tive delegation of said county. Each member of the Board shall, 
before entering upon his duties, enter into a good and sufficient 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars with a surety company, 
the fee therefor to be paid out of the profits of the dispensary in 
the form prescribed by Section 652 of the Civil Code. The Board 
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shall organize by the election of a chairman and secretary from 
among their numbers. In the county of Richland the said three 
members shall be appointed by the Governor, on recommenda- 
tions, as follows : Two by the Senator and members of the House 
of Representatives from said county, one by the Mayor of Colum- 
bia. Each member of the Board, for his services, shall receive 
three dollars per day, for not exceeding ten days in each month, 
and mileage, five cents each way, traveling in the most direct 
route: Provided, In Charleston county the members of the said 
County Dispensary Board shall each receive for their services 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars per annum, and each dispenser 
a salary of twelve hundred dollars, and each dispenser's clerk a 
salary of one thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly; and 
in Hampton county, where the members of the said County Board 
shall each receive for their services the sum of six hundred and 
fifty dollars per annum, payable monthly ; and in Kershaw county, 
where the members of the said County Dispensary Board shall 
each receive for their services the sum of five hundred dollars per 
annum, payable monthly; and in Orangeburg county, where the 
members of said County Board shall receive for their services the 
sum of six hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly; and in 
Sumter county, where the members of the said County Dispen- 
sary Board shall each receive for their services the sum of seven 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum, payable monthly: Provided, 
That in Richland county the members of the County Dispensary 
Board shall receive the sum of fifteen hundred dollars each, the 
same to be paid monthly: Provided, further. That in Barnwell 
county the chairman of said Board shall receive the sum of eight 
hundred dollars, and the other two members of said Board the 
sum of six hundred dollars each, payable monthly: Provided, 
further. That in Chester county each member of the Board shall 
receive four dollars a day and the usual mileage, the chairman 
of said Board for not more than twenty days, and the other two 
members of said Board for not more than seven days in each 
month: Provided, That each member of the Board in George- 
town county shall receive for his services the sum of five dollars 
per day, for not exceeding ten days in each month, and mileage 
at five cents per mile each way, traveling in the most direct route. 
The members of the County Dispensary Boards of Beaufort and 
Aiken counties shall each receive as compensation for their serv- 
ices the sum of fifty dollars per month, payable from the monthly 
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profits of the county dispensary or dispensaries, except that the 
chairman of the Board of Control in Aiken county shall receive, 
in addition to the mileage hereinafter provided for, an annual 
salary of eight hundred dollars, payable monthly, as herein pro- 
vided, in lieu of all salary: Provided, That in Aiken county the 
members of the Board shall receive mileage of five cents a mile 
each way for every mile traveled while in the discharge of official 
business, from the date of entrance upon their official duties, 
during their present term. Said Board shall have the powers, 
and is hereby required, to make, from time to time, rules and 
regulations for the government of any dispensary under its con- 
trol. The said Board is hereby authorized and required to estab- 
lish a dispensary or dispensaries, as said Board may deem proper, 
for the sale of alcoholic liquors and beverages, as herein provided, 
and may close any dispensary so established, except the dispen- 
sary located at the county seat, when in their judgment the public 
good requires it: Provided, That in the county of Abbeville no 
dispensary shall ever be located outside the city of Abbeville. 
The said Board shall elect a dispenser for each dispensary, who 
shall have charge of same, under the supervision of said Board, 
and who shall hold his position for twelve months, unless removed 
by the Board in the exercise of its discretion. The said BQard 
may employ such clerks and assistants as may in their judgment 
be necessary, and pay them, including the dispenser, such salary 
as the said Board may fix: Provided, That in the county of 
Orangeburg the Board of Control shall not have authority to 
establish any blending, mixing or manufacturing plant : Provided, 
No salary or compensation shall be regulated or be made depend- 
ent upon the amount of sales. Said dispenser shall give bond in 
the sum of five thousand dollars, in the form prescribed by 
Section 652, Vol. I, Code of Laws, 1912 : Provided, Said bond 
shall be given in a *surety company, or such personal bond as 
the law now allows : Provided, That each' member of the Dispen- 
sary Board in Union county shall receive for his services three 
dollars per day, for not exceeding ten days in each month, and 
mileage at five cents per mile each way, traveling in the most 
direct route.

AN ACT to Amend Act Number 312 Entitled ''An Act to Amend 
the Law Relating to Magistrates and Their Constables, Their 
Powers, Duties, Jurisdiction, Salaries, Etc.," Approved the 
4th Day of March, 1914, by Changing the Salary of the 
Magistrate and His Constable at Pinewood, in Clarendon 
County. 

Section 1. Salary of Magistrates and Constables for Clarendon 
County — Amendment. — Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina, That Act Number 312 entitled 
"An Act to amend the law relating to Magistrates and their 
Constables, their powers, duties, jurisdiction, salaries,' etc.," 
approved the 4th day of March, 1914, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by adding the following words in the provision for 
Clarendon county by adding the following words at the end of 
the section relating to Clarendon county : Provided, The Magis- 
trate at Pinewood shall receive a salary of two hundred dollars, 
and his Constable shall receive a salary 'of one hundred dollars 
per annum," so that said section, when amended, shall read as 
follows : 

Clarendon County. — One Magistrate shall reside at or near the 
town of Manning; one at or near New Zion Church; one at 
Foreston; one at Pinewood; one at or near Paxville; one at or 
near Summerton; one at or near Turbeville; one at or near 
Alcolu. The Magistrates appointed to serve outside of the town 
of Manning shall each appoint one person to act as Constable 
in serving the processes of their respective Courts, removable at 
the pleasure of the appointing Magistrate. It shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff of Clarendon county to perform all the duties of 
Constable for the Magistrate at Manning in criminal cases, with- 
out any extra compensation therefor. In lieu of all fees and 
costs for criminal proceedings heretofore paid them by the 
county, the Magistrate at Manning shall receive a salary of four 
hundred and fifty ($450) dollars per annum ; the Magistrate at 
or near Summerton shall be allowed a salary of three hundred 
($300) dollars per annum ; the Magistrate at Alcolu shall receive 
a salary, of one hundred and fifty ($150) dollars per annum, and 
each of the other Magistrates the sum of one hundred ($100) dol- 
lars per annum, and they shall be allowed ten per cent, of the 
fines imposed by them; and each Constable appointed as afore- 
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said shall receive a salary of seventy-five ($75) dollars per annum, 
except the Constable to the Magistrate at or near Summerton, 
Whose salary shall be one hundred ($100) dollars per annum. 
Said salaries shall be payable quarterly, on the first of January, 
April, July and October, by the County Treasurer, out of the 
county funds, upon the order of the County Supervisor. Each 
Magistrate so appointed shall give bond in the sum of five hun- 
dred ($500) dollars for the faithful performance of his duties, 
to be approved by the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of 
Clarendon county: Provided, The Magistrate at Pinewood shall 
receive a salary of two hundred ($200) dollars, and his Constable 
shall receive a salary of one hundred ($100) dollars per annum.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2583 of Volume I of the 1912 Code 

of Laws of South Carolina. 

Section 1. Bond of Public Warehouseman — Amendment. — Be 

it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina, That Section 2583 of Volume I of the 1912 Code of Laws 
of South Carolina be amended by striking out all of said section 
after the word "bond" on the third printed line of said section 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following : "In a surety company 
authorized to do business in South Carolina in an amount equal 
to ten per cent. (10%) of the estimated value of the goods for 
which said warehouseman will provide storage ; such bond tx> be 
conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of a public 
warehouseman, and to be given to the Secretary of State, who 
shall cause a copy of the same to be filed with the Clerk of the 
Court in each county in which such warehouseman proposes to 
maintain a warehouse," so that said Section 2583, when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 

"Section 2583. Every person or corporation so authorized under 
the preceding section to become a public warehouseman shall 
give bond in a surety company authorized to do business in South 
Carolirta iri an amount equal to ten per cent. (10%) of the esti- 
mated value of the goods for which said warehouseman will pro- 
vide storage; such bond to be conditioned for the faithful per- 
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formarice of the duties of a public warehouseman, and to be given 
to the Secretary of State, who shall cause a copy of the same- to 
be filed with the Clerk of the Court in each county in which such 
warehouseman proposes to maintain a warehouse."

AN ACT to Amend Section 1806, Vol. I, Code of Laws, 1912, so 
as to Allow Dorchester County to Borrow Money at a Rate 
of Interest Not Exceeding Eight Per Cent.

Section 1. Dorchester County to Borrow Money at Eight Per 
Cent, or Less — Amendment. — Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That Section 1806, Vol. 
I, Code of Laws, 1912, be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
adding at the end of said section the following: "Provided, fur- 
ther, That in Dorchester county the rate of interest shall not 
exceed eight per cent, per annum," so that, when amended, the 
said section shall read as follows: 

Section 1806. The County Treasurers and the County Super- 
visors of the several counties in this State be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and required, upon the application of the County 
Boards of Education of the respective counties, to borrow, from 
time to time during any fiscal year, such sums of money as may 
be necessary to pay the school claims of such counties, not to 
exceed seventy-five per cent, of the amount reported ty the 
County Auditors for schools for said fiscal year, at a rate of 
interest not exceeding the rate of seven per centum per annum, 
and to pledge the taxes to be collected for that purpose for the 
payment of the money so borrowed, and the interest thereon: 
Provided, That all money borrowed shall be held and paid out 
by the County Treasurer as school funds, and without extra 
commissfion: Provided, further. That in Dorchester county the 
rate of interest shall not exceed eight per cent, per annum.

AN ACT to Amend Section 237 of Volume I, Civil Code of South 
Carolina, and to Repeal Section 236, Volume I, Code of 
Laws, 1912. 

Section 1. Officers to Be Voted For — Amendment. — Be it 

enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 
That Section 237 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1912, 
be amended by striking out said section and inserting the fol- 
lowing, to be known as Section 237 : 

Section 237. There shall be three separate and distinct ballots, 
as follows : One ballot for United States Senator, Representatives 
in Congress and Presidential electors; and one ballot for Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, State officers. Circuit Solicitors, 
members of the House of Representatives, State Senator, county 
officers and one ballot for all Constitutional amendments and 
special questions, each of three said boxes to be appropriately 
labelled ; which ballots shall be of plain white paper and of such 
width and length as to contain the names of the officer or officers 
and question or questions to be voted for or upon, clear and 
even cut, without ornament, designation, mutilation, symbol or 
mark of any kind whatsoever, except the name or names of the 
person or persons voted for and the office to which such person 
or persons are intended to be chosen, and all special questions 
which name or names, office or offices, question or questions shall 
be written or printed or partly written or partly printed thereon 
in black ink ; and such ballot shall be so folded as to conceal the 
name or names, question or questions thereon, and so folded, 
shall be deposited in a box to be constructed, kept and disposed 
of as herein provided by law, and no ballot of any other descrip- 
tion found in either of said boxes shall be counted: Provided, 
That at the general election of 1914 the votes for all State and 
county officers shall be cast in one box whether printed on one 
ballot or separate ballots ; and all votes on Constitutional amend- 
ments and other questions shall be cast in one box whether 
printed on the same ballot or separate ballots. 

§ 2. That Section 236 of Volume I, Civil Code, 1912, of South 
Carolina be, and the same is hereby, repealed, and all other Acts 
or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, and the same are 
hereby repealed : Provided, That in all special questions, the bal- 
lot shall state the question, or questions, and shall thereafter have 
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the words "Yes" and "No" inserted so that the voter may indi- 
cate his vote by striking out one or the other of such words on 
said ballot, the word not so stricken out to be counted. 

§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately after its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 1 of An Act Entitled "An Act to 
Amend Section 2265 of the General Statutes, Volume I, of 
Revised Statutes, 1912, in Reference to Drainage in Certain 
Counties," Approved the 28th Day of February, A. D. 1913, 
so as to Include Laurens County in All the Provisions of 
Said Section. 

Section 1. Drainage in Laurens County — Amendment. — Be it 

enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 
That Section 1 of an Act entitled "An Act to amend Section 
2265 of the General Statutes, Volume I, of Revised Statutes, 
1912, in reference to drainage in certain counties," approved the 
28th day of February, A. D. 1913, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the words "except in Laurens county/* 
in parenthesis, line 4, subdivision 2, so that, when amended, said 
section shall read as follows : 

Section 1. That Section 2265 of the General Statutes, Volume 
I, of Revised Statutes, 1912, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding the words "Marlboro" and "Dillon" after the word 
Union on the fourth line of the first paragraph of said section, 
so that said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 2265. The County Board of Road Commissioners of 
the counties of Abbeville, Beaufort, Chester, Colleton, Darling- 
ton, Dillon, Florence, Greenville, Laurens, Marion, Oconee, 
Pickens, Spartanburg, York, Union and Marlboro, respectively, 
are authorized, in addition to the duties now imposed on them 
by law, to act as Commissioners of Health and Drainage, and 
are empowered as such Commissioners of Health and Drainage 
to act as follows, to wit: 

1. Landowners Without Necessary Outlet Through Adjoining 
Lands. — In all cases where a landowner desires to drain his land 
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and is refused a necessary outlet upon or through adjoining 
lands, the said Commissioners are 'hereby empowered to hear the 
case on petition and personal service, and to decide and fix either 
compensation on the one side or assessment on the other, and 
their decision in such case shall have the force of a legal judg- 
ment. 

2. One-third of Landowners Desiring Drainage. — In all cases 
where one-third of the landowners upon any watercourse for a 
distance of not less than five miles up and down the stream in 
said county, or where the watercourse is less than five miles in 
length, then when one-third of the citizens along the entire length 
of said stream shall desire to drain the lands upon such water- 
course, the said Commissioners shall, upon petition, personal 
service and the testimony of .one or more competent engineers, 
be empowered to make contracts for such drainage and impose 
the proper assessments upon the various properties benefited by 
the same, and the said assessments shall have the force of a legal 
judgment; but, in both of the above mentioned cases, should any 
party feel aggrieved by the decision or action of the Commission- 
ers in the premises, it shall be lawful for him to appeal to the 
Judge of the Circuit Court at the term of the Court next ensuing, 
whose decision in the matter shall be final. 

3. General Health Affected by Watercourse. — In case where the 
general health is seriously affected by the condition of any water- 
course the County Board of Commissioners shall, upon petition 
and proof of at least one-third of the landowners upon such water- 
course, or of one-third of the landowners within two miles on 
either side of such watercourse, and not less than five miles up 
and down the stream, which proof shall contain the affidavits of 
two physicians, one of whom shall practice in the neighborhood, 
make an estimate of the cost and proceed to drain such water- 
course in cases heretofore provided for; but, if, in the opinion of 
the County Board of Commissioners, the cost of such drainage 
imposes too heavy an assessment upon the individual landowners 
upon such watercourse, they shall make a report in writing of 
the estimate and opinion to the Judge of the Circuit Court at 
the next ensuing term thereof, and if he approve of such report 
and estimate, which approval shall be in writing, the County 
Board of Commissioners shall contract for such drainage, and 
after levying a fair assessment upon all such property they shall 
charge the surplus of the cost of such drainage to the county, to 
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be carried into their estimate for the county expenses for the next 
ensuing" year, to be defrayed by a tax levy on all the property in 
said township, to be collected as the State and county taxes are 
collected. 

4. General Health Affected by Milldam. — In cases where the 
general health of the county or neighborhood be seriously affected 
by the condition of any milldam, the County Commissioners of 
said county shall have the power to remove the cause of such 
nuisance; but a fair compensation must be paid to the owner 
thereof, the same to be assessed upon the property of those 
benefited by the removal of such nuisance. They shall further 
regulate the condition of all milldams in said county by requiring 
the owners thereof to furnish such milldams with a substantial 
floodgate, if in their judgment the health of the neighborhood 
or the drainage of the land above the dam requires a floodgate 
to be placed in the dam, to be opened at and kept open for such 
times as the said County Conimissioners shall direct: Provided, 
That in Darlington, Florence and Pickens counties the powers 
herein conferred shall apply to mill ponds and dams only; and, 
further, that this subdivision shall not be construed to oust the 
Court of General Sessions of jurisdiction to abate any mill pond 
as a nuisance. Any person or persons ordered by the Board of 
County Commissioners to put in a floodgate in any milldam 
under the provisions of this subdivision, who shall fail to do so 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine not to exceed one thousand dollars, or be imprisoned 
for not exceeding one year.

Section 1. Examination of Plumbers, Etc. — Amendment. — Be 

it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina, That the proviso in Section 7 of an Act entitled "An Act 
to provide for the examination of plumbers and to establish a 
board therefor, and to regulate the business of installing sanitary 
plumbing and supervision and inspecting plumbing in cities or 
towns of this State having a population of fifteen thousand 
(15,000) inhabitants or more, according to the Federal census of 
1910, or any subsequent Federal census, and to provide penalties 
for the violation of this Act," be, and the same is hereby, stricken 
out and repealed.

hereby, amended as follows, to wit: 

Section 1. Relating to Township Commissioners of Cherokee 
County — Amendment. — Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina, That Sections 4 and 11 of the 
Act 1913, page 122, No. 76, be stricken out and inserting in lieu 
thereof : 
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Section. 4. That in the general election of 1914, and every four 
years thereafter, there shall be elected from each of the six town- 
ships in Cherokee county, one competent and discreet person, 
who shall be an elector in such township, who shall be known 
as the Township Commissioner of that township, and who, with 
the Township Commissioners of the other townships of Cherokee 
county, shall constitute the Board of County Commissioners of 
Cherokee county, who shall hold their office for four years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified, who shall give 
bond in the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars for the faithful 
performance of the duties of their office. 

Section 4a. That said Township Commissioners shall receive 
a salary of two hundred ($200) dollars a year, to be paid quar- 
terly by the County Treasurer of the county. 

§ 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed ; that this Act shall go into effect immediately 
upon its approval.

That the County Treasurer of Cherokee county shall at the close 
of the fiscal year make and file with the Clerk of Court of Com- 
mon Pleas for Cherokee county and with th^ foreman of the 
Grand Jury of the county an itemized, detailed statement under 
oath, of all receipts and disbursements made by him as such 
Treasurer during the year, and he shall not make or publish any 
other or further report. 

§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts or laws inconsistent with 
this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed; that this Act 
shall go immediately into effect on its approval.

AN ACT to Require the County Supervisor of Laurens and Lee 
Counties to Publish an Annual Statement of the Financial 
Condition of the County. 

Section 1. Supervisor of Laurens and Lee Counties Required 
to Publish Annual Statement. — Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That the County Super- 
visor of Laurens and Lee counties is hereby authorized and 
required to annually prepare and publish in one or more news- 
papers having a general circulation in the counties, a verified 
itemized statement showing the financial condition of the coun- 
ties, including all moneys received by the counties during the 
fiscal year, and from what source, and each and every bill against 
the counties which shall have been approved and paid, and all out- 
standing obligations, which statement shall be totaled and show 
what balance remains to the credit of each fund, or what deficit, 
if any.

AN ACT to Make the Term of Office of the County Treasurer 
and Auditor of Barnwell and Cherokee Counties Four Years. 

Section 1. Term of Office of Treasurer and Auditor Barnwell 
and Cherokee Counties Four Years. — Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That from and after 
the passage of this Act the term of office of the County Treasurer 
and Auditor of Barnwell and Cherokee counties shall be four 
years, and until the appointment and qualification of his suc- 
cessor: Provided, That this Act shall not aflFect the term of the 
present Treasurer and Auditor.

AN ACT Relating to the Cultivation of Cotton. 

Section 1. Cotton Acreage Limited. — Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That it shall 
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be unlawful for any person, by himself, his agents or employees, 
to plant or cultivate in this State in any year a greater number 
of acres of land in cotton than one-third of the total acreage of 
land planted and cultivated in all crops by such person in said 
year, including grain and fall sown crops planted the preceding 
fall or winter. 

§ 2. Penalty for Violation of Law. — That any person violating 
the provisions of this Act shall forfeit as a penalty a sum of not 
less than twenty-five dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, 
for each and every acre planted or cultivated in excess of the 
number herein allowed, to be recovered in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction in an action or proceeding brought in the name of 
the State; and said penalty when recovered shall be paid over 
to the County Treasurer for the use of the county in which the 
offense was committed. Said penalty and the costs of the pro- 
ceedings in which the same is recovered shall be a lien upon all 
the cotton crop of the person adjudged to pay the same, subject 
only to liens existing prior to the passage of this Act and liens 
for taxes: Provided, That the judgment for said penalty and 
costs be entered and enrolled in the office of the Clerk of Court 
of General Sessions and Common Pleas as other judgments are 
now allowed to be entered or enrolled where the recovery is had 
in such Court, and when so entered shall constitute a lien upon 
all the property of the person adjudged to pay the same: And 
provided, further. That where the recovery is had in the Magis- 
trate's Court the judgment be entered and enrolled with the same 
effect in the office of the Clerk of Court of General Sessions and 
Common Pleas as judgments of Magistrates' . Courts are now 
allowed to be entered and enrolled in said office. 

§ 3. Officers Charged With Enforcement of Law.— That all 
Sheriffs, Sheriffs' Deputies, Magistrates, Constables, and Rural 
Policemen shall be charged with the duty of inspection, the pro- 
duction of evidence and the prosecutions for violation of this Act 
and the Solicitors are especially charged with the enforcement 
hereof. 

§ 4. The word "person" used in this Act shall be held to include 
partnerships, voluntary associations and corporations. 

§ 5. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval.

Section 1. Rural Police Act for Kershaw County Repealed. — 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina, That Act No. 415, of the General Assembly for 1914, 
regular session, entitled "An Act to provide for Rural Policemen 
for Kershaw county," approved by the Governor on the sixth 
day of February, 1914, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

§ 2. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Storage, Grading and Marketing of 

Cotton. 

Whereas, Owing to the war, there is a lack of ocean transpor- 
tation and with the demoralization of the foreign market, where 
two-thirds of our crop is consumed, it is unwise to force the staple 
upon the market under such conditions ; and, 
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Whereas, South Carolina will produce 1,400,000 bales of cotton, 
costing about 10 cents per pound, it is necessary, in order to 
protect the people of this State from an irreparable loss, to pro- 
vide some general plan of warehousing, and to finance the crop 
by converting cotton into a negotiable security which will com- 
mand respect in the money markets of the world : 

Section 1. Cotton Warehouse System — Commissioner. — Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 
That within the police powers of the State and for the general 
welfare there is established, as hereinafter provided, a cotton 
warehouse -system for the State of South Carolina. There shall 
be elected by the General Assembly forthwith a suitable person, 
to be known as the State Warehouse Commissioner, whose salary 
shall be $3,000 per annum and who shall hold office for the term 
of two years or until his successor is elected by the General 
Assembly. And in case a vacancy shall occur while the General 
Assembly is not in session, the Governor shall appoint a suitable 
person to fill such vacancy until the next meeting of the General 
Assembly. 

§ 2. Standard Grades. — That the Warehouse Commissioner 
shall accept as authoritative the standards and classifications of 
cotton established by the Federal government. 

§ 3. Powers and Duties of Commissioner. — The Commissioner 
shall have the power to acquire property for the warehousing of 
cotton by lease : Provided, No rent shall be paid until the operat- 
ing expenses of such warehouse so leased have been paid from 
the income of the warehouse so leased, and in no case shall the 
State be responsible for any rent 'except from the income of such 
warehouse so leased in excess of operation expenses and may 
settle the terms upon which private or corporate warehouses may 
obtain the benefit of State operation. And it shall be his especial 
duty to foster and encourage the erection of warehouses in the 
various towns in the several counties for operation under the 
terms of this Act, so as to localize the storage of cotton so far 
as possible: Provided, That the Supervisor and County Com- 
missioners of Aiken, Sumter, Bamberg, Greenwood and Hamp- 
ton counties, upon presentation of petition signed by at least one- 
third of the qualified electors of the respective counties, may, 
and, upon presentation of a petition signed by one-half of the 
said qualified electors, shall provide, by lease, purchase, or con- 
struction, warehouse facilities for at least one-third of the average 
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cotton crop (during the past five years) of their respective coun- 
ties. And the said County Supervisors and County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to use the county ordinary funds, 
or borrow the necessary funds as they deem most expedient. 
The warehouse facilities so provided may be leased to the State 
Warehouse Commissioner by the County Commissioners, on such 
terms as may be agreed upon between the contracting parties. 
Or the Supervisors and County Commissioners may, if they deem 
it more expedient, elect a Warehouse Manager and operate the 
said warehouse facilities as a county system, subject to the gen- 
eral warehouse law of the State, and to such of the provisions of 
this Act as may be applicable. 

§ 4. Official Inspection — Further Duties of Commissioners. — 

The said Commissioner shall also have the power to sue or be 
sued in the Courts under the Civil Code of South Carolina upon 
the same terms as an individual or corporation, the action to be 
against or by him as representative of the State, and not as an 
individual, except in case of tort or neglect of duty, when the 
action shall be upon his bond. Suits may be brought in the 
county of Richland or in the county in which the cause of action 
accrued : Provided, however. That the weights, classes and grades 
of cotton on storage are under this Act only guaranteed by the 
State in favor of those who loan money or buy. cotton stored in 
warehouses: Provided, That cotton designated as "linters" shall 
not be received for storage under the provisions of this Act: 
Provided, further, That the State shall not be responsible for such 
fluctuations in weight as representing ordinary climatic condi- 
tions. The Board, where fully satisfied, as to the title to same, 
shall receive for storage lint cotton properly baled, with an 
inspection tag showing that it has been legally weighed and that 
a Federal or State Inspector, as may hereafter be provided, has 
graded said cotton. There shall be receipts issued for such cot- 
ton under the seal and in the name of the State of South Carolina, 
stating location of warehouse, name of manager, the mark on 
said bale, weight, grade and whether long or short staple, so as 
to be able to deliver on surrender of receipt the identical cotton 
for which it was given. The receipt for the cotton so, stored to 
be transferable by written assignment and actual delivery, and 
the cotton which it represents to be deliverable only on a physical 
representation of the receipt, which is to be marked "Canceled" 
when the cotton is taken from the warehouse. The said receipt 
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carries absolute title of the cotton, it being the duty of the officer 
accepting same for storage by inspection of the Clerk's office to 
ascertain whether there are on file crop mortgages or liens or rent 
on laborers' liens, verbal or in writing, covering said cotton before 
he accepts same and issues a receipt : Provided, however, That in 
case of all cotton deposited hereunder any lien thereon shall be 
and take effect only as of the dates of the execution thereof, the 
registry laws of the State to the contrary notwithstanding. , It 
shall be the duty of the Clerk of Court or Register of Convey- 
ances of the respective counties to furnish without charge from 
his records a certificate as to any liens and mortgages, upon 
request of the Warehouse Commissioner or officer under him 
charged with responsibility under this Act. 

§ 6. Cotton to Be Tagged. — The grades, weights and identifica- 
tion marks provided for in Section 4 shall be evidenced by tags 
affixed to the bale of cotton, and shall also be branded on the 
bagging with a stencil and ink, whick tags shall be so designed 
that the brand "South Carolina" will be unmistakable, the pal- 
metto tree, with a bale of cotton lying at the roots and the shield 
of the State on either side. 

§ 6. Must Pay Expenses. — The Commissioner^ in settling the 
terms upon which cotton stored in local warehouses may be taken 
over, shall not operate any warehouse which does not pay 
expenses, it being the declared purpose of this Act to be self- 
sustaining and to operate at cost without profit to the State. 

§ 7. State Warehouse Board. — The State Warehouse Board 
shall make an annual report to the General Assembly setting 
forth, viz. : "A" — Number and location of each warehouse where 
cotton has been received for storage by the State. "B" — Cotton 
on storage and that delivery on presentation of receipts. "C" — 
Moneys received and disbursed. 

§ 8. Commissioner to Appoint Clerks, Etc. — The Commissioner 
shall have the power to appoint clerks, officers and all necessary 
employees to carry out the provisions of this Act and fix the 
salaries of the same. He shall, to safeguard the interests of the 
State, require bonds from such officers, clerks or employees for 
the faithful performance of their duties. He shall prescribe rules 
and regulations, not inconsistent with the intent and spirit of 
this Act, to carry same into effect. 

§ 9. Bond of Commissioner. — The person elected under the 
first section of this Act shall give a bond to the State of South 
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Carolina in the sum of $50,000 to guarantee the faithful perform- 
aace of his duties, the expense of said bond to be paid by the 
State, to be approved as other bonds for State officers. 

§ 10. Warehouse Receipts. — The warehouse receipt books shall 
be designed by the Commissioner and furnished the managers 
of each warehouse. Receipts must be numbered and the ware- 
house receiving such books must account for each receipt. The 
receipts in such book may have the lithographed or engraved 
signature of the State Warehouse Commissioner, but the same 
shall be signed with pen and ink by the manager of the local 
warehouse. 

§ 11. Penalty for Fraudulent Receipt. — The manager of any 
warehouse or any agent, employee or servant, who issues or aids 
in issuing a receipt for cotton, knowing that such cotton has not 
been actually placed in the warehouse under the control of the 
manager thereof, shall be punished for each offense by imprison- 
ment in the State Penitentiary for a period of not less than one 
nor more than five years, or by a fine of not exceeding $5,000. 

§ 12. Penalty for Issuing Duplicate Receipt. — Any manager, 
employee or servant who shall issue or aid in issuing a 
duplicate or additional receipt for cotton, knowing that the 
former receipt or any part thereof is outstanding, shall be 
punished as in the laws of this State provided for forgery: 
Provided, The party applying for a duplicate upon the represen- 
tation that the original has been lost or destroyed give to the 
State Warehouse Commissioner an indemnifying bond in an 
amount to fully cover any amount or loss or litigation that might 
result from the issuance of the same. 

§ 13. Penalty Not to Produce Receipt. — Any manager, 
employee, agent or servant who shall deliver cotton from a ware- 
house under this Act without the production of the receipt there- 
for or who fails to mark such receipt "Cancelled" on the delivery 
of the cotton shall be punished by a fine of not more than $5,000 
or imprisonment not more than five years, or by both fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 14. Any person who shall deposit or attempt to deposit cotton 
upon which a lien or mortgage exists, without notifying the man- 
ager of the warehouse, shall be punished by fine and imprison- 
ment for a period of not more than one year and a fine not more 
than $1,000. 
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§ 16. Constitutionality. — If any particular section of this Act 
shall be held unconstitutional, such holding shall not invalidate 
any other portion thereof. 

§ 16. Liabilities. — It is hereby declared that no debt or other 
liability shall be created against the State by reason of the lease 
or operation of the warehouse system, created by this Act, except 
as by this Act: Provided, The Warehouse Commissioner being 
specifically forbidden to lease or take over any warehouse where 
the revenue derived from same is not sufficient to pay the expense 
of operation. 

§ 17. Insurance. — The Commissioner shall insure and shall keep 
insured for its full value, upon the best terms obtained by indi- 
vidual or blanket policy, all cotton on storage. In case of loss 
he shall collect the insurance due and pay the same ratably to 
those lawfully entitled. The insurance policies to be in the name 
of the State and the premium collected from the owner of the 
cotton, the State to have a lien on the cotton for insurance and 
storage charges, the same as other public warehouses in the 
State. 

§ 18. Appropriation. — To put this Act into immediate effect, 
the sum of $15,000 be, and the same is hereby, appropriated, to 
be subject to the order of the State Warehouse Commissioner. 
To be paid out on a warrant drawn by the Comptroller General, 
accompanied by an itemized statement from the Commissioner, 
showing for what and to whom the said money is to be paid. 

§ 19. Expenses. — The Warehouse Commissioner, when away 
from home in the discharge of his duties, shall be paid his actual 
expenses, for which there shall be filed an itemized account, to 
accompany the warrant from the Comptroller General on the 
State Treasurer. 

§ 20. Fund. — The money appropriated by this Act, and all sums 
collected under it, shall be held in the State treasury as a separate 
fund for the purposes of this Act. 

§ 21. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. • 

§ 22. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Division of Dispensary Profits in Richland County — 

— Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina, That an Act entitled "An Act to amend 
an Act entitled 'An Act to regulate the division of dispensary 
profits in the counties of this State,' 'same being Act No. 89

part of Center township, lying north of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company track, extending from Columbia to Camden, 
and all that portion of Richland -county which was transferred

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No. 74 of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1912, be, 
and the same is hereby, made into and established as a township 
of Richland county, to be known as Blythewood township, to 
have the same and all of the laws now of force in Richland 
county of force therein.

In the event any person shall reach the age of 
twenty-one years after the fifteenth day of March, he shall pay 
said tax to the Township Commissioner of the township in 
which he resides, for the use of the road fund in said township, 
and the Township Commissioners and Clerk are required to 
keep an accurate account of all moneys so received, and turn the 
same over quarterly to the County Treasurer.

AN ACT to Provide for the Registration of All Births and Deaths 

in the State of South Carolina. 

Section 1. Bureau of Vital Statistics. — Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That the State 
Board of Health shall establish a Bureau of Vital Statistics and 
provide an adequate system for the registration of births and 
deaths, by formulating, promulgating and enforcing rules and 
regulations prescribing the method and form of making such 
registration. 

§ 2. State Registrar of Vital Statistics.— That the Secretary of 
the State Board of Health shall be the State Registrar of Vital 
Statistics, and it shall be his duty to carry into effect the rules, 
regulations and orders of the State Board of Health. The Board, 
shall provide suitable apartments, properly equipped with fire- 
prpof vaults and filing cases, for the permanent preservation of 
all official records. 

§ 3. Registration Districts. — That for the purposes of the Act 
the State Registrar shall divide the State into registration dis- 
tricts, defining and designating the boundaries thereof and 
appointing local registrars in each district. 

§ 4. Local Registrars — Compensation. — That each local regis- 
trar shall be paid the sum of twenty-five cents for each birth 
certificate properly and completely made out and registered with 
him, correctly recorded and promptly returned by him to the 
State Registrar, as required by the rules and regulations. And 
in case no births or no deaths were registered during any month, 
the local regrstrar shall be entitled to be paia the sum of twenty- 
five cents for each report to that effect, but only if promptly made 
in accordance with the rules and regulations. AIL amounts pay- 
able to the registrar under the provisions of this section shall 
be paid by the Treasurer of the county in which the registration 
district is located, upon certification by 'the State Registrar. And 
the State Registrar shall annually certify to the Treasurers of 
the several counties the number of births and deaths properly 
' registered, with the names of the local registrars and the amount 
due each at the rates fixed herein. 

§ 6. State Registrar to Furnish Copy of Record — Compensa- 
tion. — That the State Registrar shall, upon request, furnish any 
applicant a certified copy of the record of any birth or death 
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registered under the provisions of this Act, for the making and 
certification of which he shall be entitled to a fee of fifty cents, 
to be paid by the applicant, and any such copy of the record of 
a birth or death, when properly certified by the State Registrar 
to be a true copy thereof, shall be prima facie evidence iii all 
Courts and places of the facts therein stated. For any search 
of the files and records when no certified copy is made, the State 
Registrar shall be entitled to a fee of fifty cents for each hour 
or fractional part of an hour of time of search, to be paid by the 
applicant. And the State Registrar shall keep a true and cor- 
rect account of all fees by him received under these provisions, 
and turn the same over to the State Treasurer each month. 

§ 6. Penalty for Violation of Laws. — That any person, firm or 
corporation who shall violate any rule, regulation or order of the 
State Board of Health relative to recording, reporting or filing 
information for the Bureau of Vital Statistics, or who shall wil- 
fully neglect or refuse to perform any necessary or reasonable 
duties imposed upon them by said orders, or who shall furnish 
false information for the purpose of making incorrect records 
for said Bureau, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than five dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the 
cournty jail not exceeding thirty days, or suffer both fine and 
punishment, in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 7. Other Acts and Systems Abolished. — That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act are 
hereby repealed ; and no system for the registration of births and 
deaths shall be continued or maintained in any of the several 
municipalities of this State other than the one provided for and 
established by this Act. 

§ 8. That this Act shall go into effect on July 1st, 1914.

Section 791. It shall be unlawful to catch, buy, sell or ship 
shad between the 25th day of March and the 31st day of Decem- 
ber in any year within twenty (20) miles of the mouth of any 
river, and above said limit to the source of any river between 
the last day of May and the 31st day of December in any year ; 
or any sturgeon between the 1st day of June and 1st day of 
January in any year within twenty (20) miles of the mouth of 
any river, and above said limit to the source of any river between 
the 5th day of July and the 1st day of January in any year: 
Provided, No sturgeon shall be taken from the waters of the 
State during the period of three years from the 1st day of Jan- 
uary, 1916. Any person or persons, firm or corporation violating 
the provisions of this section shall be fined not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 
for not less than ten nor more than thirty days.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuing of $24,000,000.00 in Five Per 
Cent. Coupon Bonds of the State, to Be Known as South 
Carolina Cotton Bonds, and to Submit the Question of the 
Issuing of the Same to the Electors at the Next General 
Election, and to Provide for the Payment of Interest and 
Their Retirement, and to Prescribe the Terms and Manner 
of Issuing and Delivery of the Same. 

Section 1. Bond Issue. — Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina, That the State of South Caro- 
lina issue $24,000,000, if so much be necessary, in coupon bonds, 
bearing interest from the date of the issue at not exceeding 5 per 
centum per annum, payable semiannually, for a term of 20 years, 
but the State shall reserve to itself the right to call in and pay the 
whole or any part of the issue at any time after the expiration of 
one year from date of issue, but in such event the bonds first called 
in sliall be those of the highest numbers or last issued. Said 
bonds to be issued in forni and manner and for the purposes here- 
inafter set forth : Provided, That the question of issuing the said 
bonds be submitted to the qualified electors of this State at the 
next general election, November 3, 1914, for the consent of the 
people of the State; that at said election there shall be provided 
a sufficient number of ballots, as follows: "For the issuance of 
not exceeding $24,000,000 in South Carolina coupon bonds — ^Yes,'' 
and a sufficient number of ballots shall be provided as follows: 
"For the issuing of not exceeding $24,000,000 in South Carolina 
coupon bonds — No." That in case two-thirds of the qualified 
electors of this State voting on the question of said issue shall 
vote "Yes," then said bonds shall be issued as provided in this 
Act: Provided, The said bonds shall be nontaxable. 
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§ 2. Denominations. — That said bonds shall be issued in denomr 
inations of $50, $100, $500, $1,000 and $10,000 and shall be 
executed as now provided for by an Act entitled "An Act to pro- 
vide for the redemption of that part of the State debt known as 
the brown consol bonds and stocks by issue of other bonds and 
stocks, approved December 22, A. D. 1892," and Acts amendatory 
thereof. Said bonds shall be issued in such form as shall be 
prescribed by a commission, which is hereby created, to be known 
as the "South Carolina Cotton Bond Commission," to consist of 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund and three other mem- 
bers to be selected by them; such additional members shall not 
be engaged in the cotton business, either as manufacturers or 
buyers or speculators. 

§ 3. Duties of Bond Commission. — That the South Carolina 
Cotton Bond Commission may deposit said bonds with the 
State Treasurer and dispose of them as hereinafter prescribed. 
On delivery of any note or notes of any person in the State, 
subject to such rules and regulations as the South Carolina 
Cotton Bond Commission may prescribe, made out and executed 
in such form as the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund may 
require, for the payment to the State of a fixed amount two 
years from the date thereof, with interest after maturity thereof 
at the rate of 5 per centum per annum, accompanied by a 
cash payment of 10 per centum of the face of such note or 
notes to cover the interest in advance until the maturity of the 
note, the loan to be made on a basis of 9 cents per pound for 
middling cotton and for lower grades of cotton as the South 
Carolina Bond Commission may prescribe, upon delivery of 
said note or notes with warehouse receipts or certifipates attached 
thereto, evidencing cotton of the grade and quality as aforesaid, 
the South Carolina Bond Commission may cause to be delivered 
to the maker of said note or notes warrant or warrants on the 
State Treasurer on account of bonds as prescribed in the preced- 
ing section of this Act, the payment of said note or notes shall 
not be required until the cotton pledged to secure the same can 
be sold for a price sufficient to pay the face of said note or notes 
and interest from the date thereof and all carrying charges on 
said cotton: Provided, That the cotton shall not be sold by the 
South Carolina Cotton Bond Commission within three years from 
the date of such notes or loan without the consent of the maker 
of the note or notes. Except that if the price should reach 12 
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cents per pound, the commission shall have the power to require 
the sale of cotton on two weeks' notice to the owner or the pay- 
ment of debt at said date if the borrower shall pay all such inter- 
est and expenses. When the cotton is sold the amount of the 
note, interest and expenses on said cotton shall be deducted and 
the note or notes returned to the maker, together with the surplus 
proceeds, if any, from the sale of said cotton, and when the 
amount of money so collected shall amount to $10,000 there shall 
be called in bonds to the amount of money so collected and same 
shall at once be paid and retired therewith, the interest to be 
paid to the end of the current interest period. 

§ 4. Certificates.— When loans are made on cotton it shall be 
stored in bonded warehouses or State managed warehouses or 
such other warehouses as the South Carolina Cotton Bond Com- 
mission may approve, and shall be fully insured and warehouse 
receipts, together with certificate of insurance, to accompany and 
to be attached to these notes. 

§ 6. Purpose to Retire Cotton. — It is the purpose of this Act 
to provide funds to retire and withhold from the market one- 
third of the cotton produced in this State during the year 1914 
as nearly as practicable, and the said bonds or funds shall be 
distributed among the counties of the State to the producers of 
cotton, landowners upon whose land the cotton was produced, or 
holders of cotton for the benefit of producers thereof and land- 
owners, in proportion to the cotton produced in each county dur- 
ing the year 1913, and within a county shall be distributed among 
the producers, landowners and holders for the benefit of pro- 
ducers and landowners in proportion to their production ; it being 
the intent that such persons shall be entitled to deliver or finance 
one-third of their cotton under the terms of this Act and the 
benefits of this Act shall extend only to resident producers of cot- 
ton in this State and owners of land upon which said cotton was 
produced and holders of cotton for the benefit of the producers 
or landowners. 

§ 6. Presentation of Warrants. — That upon presentation of 
any such warrant or warrants to the State Treasurer he shall 
deliver to the holder thereof (whether payee or indorsee) bonds 
as nearly equal in amount as possible to the amount of such 
warrant or warrants and his receipt for any difference between 
the sum of such warrant or warrants and the bond or bonds 
so delivered. 
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§ 7. Bond Commission. — The South Carolina Cotton Bond 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to provide such 
forms, blanks and stationery and may employ such clerical assist- 
ance as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
the expense of which shall be paid from the payments required 
to be made to the said commission under this Act. It shall be 
the duty of the South Carolina Cotton Bond Commission to 
inquire into and require the cotton held by the State on loans, to 
be properly insured for the benefit of the State by the State 
Warehouse Commission or the bonded warehouse issuing said 
warehouse receipt, and said cotton shall not be insured in the 
State insurance fund. 

§ 8. Rules. — The South Carolina Cotton Bond Commission is 
hereby authorized and directed, in its discretion, to prescribe 
rules and perform all and singular the Acts necessary to carry 
out the provisions and purposes of this Act, not herein specifically 
given or provided for in terms, and which may not be incon- 
sistent with the provisions and purposes thereof.

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Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That the subdivision 
relating to Kershaw county entitled "An Act to provide for the 
levy of taxes for county and school purposes for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1st, 1914" (returned on 4th March, 1914, and 
passed by both Houses over the veto), be, and the same is 
hereby, amended to read as follows : 

Kershaw County. — For roads, bridges and ferries, two and 
one-half (2J4) mills; for railroad bonds (interest and sinking 
fund), one and one-half (1J4) mills; for ordinary county purposes 
and past indebtedness, four and one-fourth (4^) mills; for bridge 
sinking fund, one-half (yi) mill; for courthouse sinking fund, 
one-fourth (^) mill; for railroad sinking fund, one-half (^) 
mill; in case the proceeds of any levy for any specific purpose 
shall exceed the amount needed for such purpose, the surplus 
shall be applicable to any other purpose for which the levy 
hereby imposed may be deficient, or to general county purposes. . 
There is hereby appropriated out of the ordinary county funds 
of Kershaw county the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars 
for the Kershaw Guards Military Company; the sum of one 
hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars for the Liberty Hill Rifles 
Military Company; the sum of three hundred and seventy-five 
($375.00) dollars for the Girls' Tomato Club of Kershaw county ; 
the sum of four hundred and fifty ($450.00) dollars for the Girls' 
Canning and Poultry Club of Kershaw county ; the sum of one 
hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars for expense account of the 
Girls' Canning and Poultry Club pi Kershaw county; the sum 
of six hundred and seventy-five ($675.00) dollars for the Super- 
visor of Rural Schools of Kershaw county; the sum of twenty- 
four ($24.00) dollars each to Elmore Brown, J. M. Gringsby 
and J. I. Baum in payment of eight days' service as commission- 
ers appointed by Governor Ansel for survey made in the annexa- 
tion of a part of Kershaw county to Richland county.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Provide for the Pay of the Man- 
agers of the Special Election on Rural Police Law in Laurens 
County. 

Section 1. Managers of Special Election on Rural Police in 
Laurens County to Be Paid. — Be it resolved by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina, That the Supervisor of 
Laurens county be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to 
draw his warrant or warrants on the County Treasurer in favor 
of the proper parties, to pay the managers and other expenses 
for conducting the special election in Laurens county on August 
25th, 1914, on the question of continuing the rural police system 
in said county, and the County Treasurer is hereby directed to 
pay said warrants out of any funds in his hands not otherwise 
appropriated. 

§ 2. That warrants shall be drawn in the same manner as now 
provided by law for the payment of county special election 
expenses. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.
